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PREFACE 

The text-book in ^^ English for foreigners" must aim to 
develop the conversational powers of the non-English 
speaking pupils at the same time that the more formal art 
of reading is taught. These must be correlated in all the 
work given to this class of pupils. The solution of this 
problem is the purpose of this book. ^^ 

This is accomplished by the fundamental development 
lessons for conversation and supplemented by the reading 
and language lessons. The former are based on the 
actual daily experiences of the pupils which. they can 
express intelligently in their vernacular, and which they 
are encouraged to express in the English language. The 
verbs selected in these lessons are such as can be demon- 
strated by action in their presence, and the nouns are 
such as can be easily illustrated or referred to in their 
daily doings. Due emphasis has been placed on the pos- 
sibilities of dramatization, so as to avoid the use of any 
language other than the one they are learning. The read- 
ing lessons are similarly practical and well graded, and 
suited to the intelligence of the classes of pupils attend- 
ing the evening schools. All the lessons have received the 
severe test of actual classroom work. 

The language lessons are designed to aid in the clear 
and correct understanding of the various parts of speech 
and their uses without associating them with the formal 
grammar lessons. Appropriate exercises in the uses of 
the various parts of speech strengthen the clear and cor- 
rect expression of the pupils' thoughts, Sufficient repe- 
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titioii of the words, phrases and idioms is giveu to insure \ 
best results. 

Particular attention has been given to the lessons in 
phonics. These are well graded and aid in proper pro- 
nunciation and clear enunciation, and the easy recogni- 
tion of the more complex words that pupils will meet in 
their reading. Drill in this work should be had every 
evening. 

The method of conducting the lesson and recitation is 
made sufficiently clear in the suggestions taken from the 
syllabus for non-English speaking pupiU in the New 
York City schools where this subject has received the 
greatest amount of careful attention, and where surpris- 
ing results have been attained. 

While the foreign pupil, attending the evening school 
with one aim in view all the time, is eager to master the 
language of the country of his adoption in the shortest 
possible time, it is wisdom on the part of the teacher t(» 
pause now and then and review the work of the preceding 
lessons until the matter is thoroughly assimilated and th( 
pupil feels perfectly at home in the use of the vocabulary 
he has gained. Thoroughness in the work will lend to 
ward the satisfaction of both the teacher and the pui3il. 

The lessons on the more advanced subjects, on business 
terms, signs, civil government, history and advanced 
and more difficult conversation and language work will be 
found in the remaining books of the series. 

That this work will contribute toward the understand- 
ing of American institutions by the nation's adopted 
wards through the ability to use and understand the lan- 
guage of this country is the earnest desire and wish of 
the author.
